A Lively Bow Stlrrad Up In Now Tork 


City and Brooklyn. 


N«w YOBE, Sept 
'JS —The orthodox 


Jews of this city and Brooklyn have been 
agitated over the threat made by a gang 
of Socialist; who call themselves "The 
Pioneers of Freedom'' and claim John 
Meet as their leader, to ridicule the great 
Hebrew festival of the atonement The 
purpo*« of the "Pioneers" was to hire 
the Socialist headquarters, the Brooklyn 
Labor Lyeenm, and give to tbe Jews 
of both cities an' "atonement" ball, at 
which the ceremonies and customs of 
the great fast would be caricatured and 
Most would deliver a speech, reviling tbe 
Creator and urging all tha Socialists to 
destrov Brooklyn and New York with 
dynamite 


An Injunction Granted. 


Coroner Levy Moses May of Brooklyn, 


and a number of prominent Jewish di- 
vines of both cities took the matter in 
hand early list week and made a formal 
protest to the Brooklyn police against the 
exhibition Last year Most made a threat 
to bold a similar meeting in New York, 
but Coroner Levy prevented it.

TbeoUrk immediately began 
to oall the roll on the approval of Friday's 
Journal The olerk hsvinR called tho roll 
announced the pairs and reoapitaalted tha 
list ot those voting, tha speaker hesitated 
before he announced the result, than 
being but two lacking of a quorum. 
O'Ferrall 
demanded

should be announced. In order to delay 
the ammncement, Republican after Re- 
publican rose and requested to know how 
they were recorded. Tha vote was then 
announced, yeas 168, nays 1, no quorum, 
and a call of the house was ordered. Just 
M the clerk began calling the roll, Sweney 
of Iowa, one ot the Republican absentees, 
entered and was received by hlseolleagoes 
with applause 
Shortly afterwards Mudd 


of Maryland made his appearance and 
received a reception of mingled applause 
and hisses. 


The Clerk Note* a Quorum. 


One hundred and sixty-four members 


responded to the sail, and without any 
announcement of the result farther pro- 
ceedings were dispensed with and the 
vote again recurred on approving Fri- 
day's Journal. While this roll oall was 
in progress, applause and hisses were 
given when Milllken entered the, hall. 
For a time Cheadle of Indiana, who Is op- 
posed to Langston's claims, Joined the ab- 
sentees and located on a lounge iu tha 
V>bby, declining to enter the chamber. 
But the requests and applications ot his 
party associates proved too strong, and 
npon this vote he recorded his name tn 
the affirmative. The vote resulted— yeas 


, nays none— the clerk noting a quo- 


rum. 


Langvtoa Sworn In. 


The question then recurred npon the 


first of the majority resolutions to unseat 
Venable. It was agreed to—yeas 1M, nays 
1—Cheadle—the clerk noting a quorum. 
Then came the question on the seating of 
Langston and it was carried on adlvision, 
O'Ferrall and Cheadle alone voting tn the 
negative. Haugeu then escorted Langs- 
ton to the bar of the bouse while the Re- 
publicans and tbe galleries broke into loud 
applause and cheers, -hich were redoubled 
as the speaker administered the oath.

The speaker de- 
clined to entertain the point, stating that 
tbe last vote had shown a quorum and 
that since then several Democrats had 
entered the ball

He baa It la his heart just as many 
a good rector before Brother Goodwin had 
it in his heart,to build something for God thai 
would express his heart But David left 
them and another came. He took up the 
work of nis father—predecessor. The first 
thing he did was to choose a fitting site, as 
you have done. Mt Morlab was hallowed 
uy sacrifice before Solomon built, while 
your site wiU be hallowed by sanrlBce after 
yon have built He was to erect a house 
exceeding magnificent, "the joy of the 
whole earth," witb materials and money 
given freely by a ransomed people as the 
expression of their gratitude to a redeeming 
God. Hence he took care tbat a good and 
solid foundation shall balaid for tbe temple. 
It was to be built for the ages, so that from 
generation to generation it might stand a 
perfect symbol of the eternity of God. 
dene* he dug till he laid bar* tbe native 
rock.Then every stone he laid in tbe trenches 
rested on tbe solid rosk, and was character- 
lied by three things, it was "great'* 
it was ' hewn" and it wag '-costly." For 
•*vea and a half years the great church 
went on. But the most remarkable tblng 
was that ad the stone and timber came 
ready for Its predestined position on Morlah'a 
side, "so there was neither hammer nor axe, 
nor any tool of Iron heard In the house 
while it was building." Where then was 
tbe material funnd? Let me take yon in 
thoughts to tbe northern extremity ot the 
Holy Laud and to the heights of Lebanon 
This usually thinly peopled hill in tbe 
wilderness was now populous while the 
temple was in building.
